The English language abstract provided by the Japanese Patent Office appears to 
indicate that the document discusses a catalase labeled Fab', in which catalase having a 
maleimide group is obtained by reaction of a maleimide carboxylic acid N-hydroxy succinimide 
ester, expressed by a formula as shown, with the catalase; and then, apparently, reacting the 
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catalase with an immunoglobulin Fab' fragment. No equivalent English specification appears to 
be readily available at this time.
